Names printed in capitals indicate the direct tine from William to Lem- 
uel B. Watch. Names printed in small capitals indicate coilaterals only. 


The pedigree of each new subject is given at the beginning of his 
notice, running his line back through the several generations, to William, 
the emigrant ancestor. Thus, ‘“‘ Lemuel B.,son of James, (son of James, 
son of James,’’) &e. 


GENEALOGICAL RECORD. 


FIRST GENERATION. 


William Hatch ; one of the earliest settlers of Scituate, Mass., was a 
native of Sandwich, County of Kent, England, from which place he 
emigrated to New England, before 1683, in which year he was made 
freeman of the Incorporation of Plymouth. In the course of a year or 
two, having established himself as an inhabitant and founded a comiforta- 
ble home, he went back to England for his fumily, and returned March 
17, 1634-6 in the ship Hercules, with his wife, tive children and six ser- 
vants. Iis house was in Kent street, and built as early as 1684; his 
house lot was the first south of Greentield lane, so called, and undoubtedly 
the name of the street was called after the county from which he came. 

He was a merchant, 4 man of means, and quick perceptions, possessed 
of more than ordinary business qualilications, and very soon became iden- 
tified with the more prominent business affnirs of the town and county. 

He served on the jury at Plymouth, 1636-7 ; and Sept. 1638, was on 
the jury for the trial ot Arthur Peach, Thomas Jackson, und Richard 
Stinnings for the murder of an Indian. 

June 7, 1637, he was presented to Court for trespass on a piece of land, 
and the only punishment meted to him, was “to reap the crop thereupon, 
this year, and leave the land.” 

Sept. 3, 1638, there was granted to him “an Island called the Old 
Island, alias Iatches Island, lying on the south-west side of the North 
river, containing about 20 acres.” 

This property was afterwards sold to Joseph Tilden, in 1649 ; and the 
following deed of it is copied entire, retaining the original style of spelling,

March 5, 1628-9, he was appointed Surveyor of Iighways, 

Sept. 27, 1042, was one of « Committee for Scituate, to provide forces 
for the War against the Indians. 

Oct. 16, 1643, he was elected by his townsmen to he their Lieutenant, 
* for trayneing their nen?’ in the art of war. Te also had an earlier 
appoiutment in 1638, with William Vassall, for the sanie purpose. 

March 5, 1643-4, he brought a suit against his servant, Hercules, (prob- 
ably colored) as to whether he should serve him six or seven years. The 
Court decided six years as the extent of service, and then to be free July 
Hd, next. : ‘ 

In 1651, he sold lands to Serg’?t Iumphrey Johnson. 


Me. Uateh was a member of the first Chureh till its division, one part 
under Rey. Mr. Lothrop, removing to Barnstable, and the other renmining 
in Neituate, under the pastorate of Mr, Chauncey, whose settlement took 
place in 141. In 1645, Mx. Ilauteh was chosen Ruling Elder of the Second 
Chureh, whieh olive he retained till his decease, The following is

Ttun—L give licr one chamber pott, two household platters two pewter 
dishes one pewter drinking pott ; alsoe a little brase pott and a brase skil- 
lett two spinning Wheeles a paire of wool cardes, a Trunke, halfe a dozen 
of milke trayes a coupple of wooden dishes two wooden platters a milke 
pan two chayers foure spoones one of them being of silucr. :

Mr. atch died Nov. 6, 1651. Married in England, Jane uw rduvng 
married for his sevond wife Elder Thomas King, March BLY 16533, and she 
died tho’same year, Oct. § Elder King's tirst wife, Sarah, died 1652 5 and 
after the decease of Jane, he married, third, .Lnne —-—.

TTis house was on Kent street, and probably near Elder Hatch’s, and was 
the second south of meeting house lane. A mistake is made by Sayage 
and others in saying that he married Susannah Annable, which fact is 
disproved, by collateral evidence.

“ Abigail Hatch, widdow formerly wife of William ITatch of Scituate,’ 
sells to her father, John Ifewes of Scituate, 13 acres of land on North 
river, wilh J acres of meadow lying higher up, belonging to the house, 
and given him, (said Watch) ‘by my husband’s father’s will. ??

In 1643, was old enough to bear arms, consequently he must have becu 
over 16 years of age. 

He settled on a point of land north-east of Stony cove, and south-cast 
of the second Society’s Meeting house. Treeman, 1658. 

He was Constable June, 1654 ; and in that capacity, was threatened and 
abused by William Randall and his wife Elizabeth, while serving a process 
on them, and his warrant forced from him. 

He was a shipwright, and had a yard about a mile below Union bridge, 
on the Scituate side, after 1677, and engaged in business, with his brother 
Jeremiah. Ie also owned an interest in the Iron mine, a notice of which 
appears in his will. 

Ife married May 6, 1650, Elizabeth, dau. of Thomas IIolbrook of Wey- 
mouth, and wife Jane. Mr. Ilolbrook died 1673. 1n his will he, among 
other bequests, gives his daughter, Elizabeth Latch, a portion of his estate, 
after the decease of his wife Jane. sal 

Elizabeth, d. and hemarried 2d, Aug, 5, 1674, Mary 22 vito sur- 
vived her husband. They were married in Marshfield, and her name on 
those records, is completely obliterated.

house after the manner of the family there Recideing as also the Liberty 
of the fruite of. my Orchard for her use and Necessary help about her, 
ffurthermore I allow my said wife fifteen bushells of Corn yearly three 
bushels of it at Least English Graine and also Ten Rods of ground suta- 
ble to sow tlax seed yearly and four Rods of ground well fenced and Diged 
fora garden and so yearly. ffurthermore I give her the Choyce of two 
cows and seuen sheep to be kept for her, * * both summer and 
winter * * ffurthermore * * I leave in her hands all the rest 
ot my living stock to dispose of according to her discretion flurthermore 
T leave in her hands to dispose of as she shall see cause one right of com- 
mon called a 47th Right Belonging to me as successor to John ILuse. 

Item—I give unto my son James 45 acres of land on the East side of 
my $5 acre Lott adjoyning to his present habitation at or near a place 
ealled Drinkwater as also Do hereby contirme unto him all my lands at 
Stonentown according to a Deed he had of me ordering him to pay to 
three of his sisters 21 pounds according to my Directions Viz: To pay to 
his sister Mary ‘Turner7 pounds within 3 years after my Decease, and to 
his sister Mlizabeth Ilatch 7 pounds two years after that, and to his sister 
Lydia Dillingham 7 pounds, two years after the second payment. 

Nem—lL vive to my Daughter Joanna Wing, 20 acres of Land according 
to the extent of a Deed given under my hand for 50 acres of Land at or 
Neara place called Drinkwater. 

em—L give to my Daughter Anna Smith 20 actes of Land out of my

Dee. 8, 1666. The names of Jeremiah Iueh and his cousin William 
TTatch (son of Thomas) appear in a bond of £15, with Joseph Tilden, 
administrator, and son-in-law of Timothy Iatherly, for security, in the 
discharge of a legacy of £8 bequeathed by said Uatherly to Lydia, dau. 
of said William Hatch, and to be paid when Lydia should arrive at the 
age of 18 years, or day of marriage, and which payment was made Jan. 
2U, 1675. In the acknowledgement of her receipt she makes mention of 
Jeremiah atch as her uncle. : Bees 


From some unaccountable reason Jeremiah is not represented in his 
father’s (the elder) will. But all authorities agree, notwithstanding, that 
he must have been his son, from certain proofs and unmistakable evidence 
found on record. It is very probable he had at some time received his full 
proportion of worldly estate, making it unnecessary to notice him in said 
will. ‘The following deed aitords evidence in support of the aLove asser- 
tion. Ife had married a daughter of John Luse, who is mentioned in her 
father’s will ; his brother Wiliiam had early deceased in Virginia, and his 
daughter Phebe, his only child, who subsequently removed tu Boston, had 
also died some time previous, leaving her father entirely without issue, 
which somewhat expiains the phraseology in an exchange of 14 acres with 
William Parker for 20 acres, May 80, 1705. 

Seven of the 14 acres were granted to the successors of John Huse, and 
the balance, * to the successors of William Tlatch jr. ye son of Wiliam 
Hiteh the Elder. which grants of 14 acres granted by the present Cam- 
mittee ye 9th day of March. 1702-3, and claimed by ye sd llateh as the 
lawfull successor to said Johu ILuse and William) Hatch: and sd. Innd, 
bounded as pr. 2d Book of deeds p. 19 & exchanged with Willian, Parker, 
for 20 acres, said Varker being the lawtul successor of William Parker. 
and was by order of said William Parker. laid out to sd. Jeremiah Uateh 
March 25, 1708, being at a place called Drinkwater in Scituate.” 

His being successor to the estate of William Uateh jr. aud the same 
expression being used or applied to Win, Parker, as successor to his futher 
Win. Parker, seems to make the matter yery clear. 

Mr. ITatch seems to have been a very prominent and active citizen. Te 
was frequently on juries of inquest and trial Selecta from 1672. to 
1675, and again from 1679 to 1696. Deputy to Gen’! Court 1676, 1U7Y, ’S0, 
SV and 700. He was on the Grand Jury as early as June, 1657. March 8, 
1662-3, appointed one of a committee to divide land on North river, and 
Oct. 31, 1666, was on a jury to settle a land division.
